WAR TOPICS IN NEW YORK. 


Lessons from the Columbia's Collision. 
New York’s Camps Deserted. Harbor 
Patrol Fleet Strengthened. Unen- 
listed Regiments Eager togo to 
the Front. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN. ] 
New York, June 1, 1898. 


The collision between the cruiser 
Columbia and the British merchantman 
Foscolia, off Fire Island last Saturday 
night turns out less serious than was 
at first supposed. The accident is, 
however, of greater significance than 
the firsy reports’ indicated. While 
the big cruiser is not seriously injured, 
her escape from an injury which might 
have sent herto the bottom, is only 
due to her staunch construction and 
the splendid efficiency and training of 
her officers. The incident is of value 
in showing the admirable materials 
and workmanship which have gone 
into our commerce destroyers, and the 
superior training and discipline of the 
ships’ officers. 

When the two ships met off Fire 
Island the fog was so thick that the 
navigators could see barely a ship’s 
length ahead. Both vessels were 
steaming along slowly at a speed not 
exceeding four knots. Suddenly the 
Foscolia appeared out of the mist like 
a phantom before the men on the Co- 
lumbia. The officer on ‘the cruiser’s 
bridge was obliged to decide his course 
in an instant’s time. He ranga sharp 
order for full speed: ahead. 
the great engines began to throb under 
full pressure. Slowly the.great ship 
drew away from danger, The Foscolia 
was backing her propellas full speed. 
But it was too late to avert a crash, 
and the merchantman struck the war- 
ship well aft, rippitig open a large area 
of plates and piercing a good sized hole 
entirely through the bull. e Fos- 
colia then backed away and in half an 


hour sunk. The admirable shape in 
which the Columbia was handled 
saved her. 


If she had not pulled ahead at full 
speed the Britisher would have rammed 
her directly amidships and she wou!'d 
have inevitably gone down. As it was, 
the small water tight compartments 


—which-dividethe ship aft,saved her. The 


doors to all these compartments had 
been carefully closed when the ship 


, Tan into the fog in precaution for, just 
* such an accident as that which the ship 


suffered. -Had the doors of the punc- 


_tured “compartment” been -carelessty 


left open the other compartments 


would have been flooded, and the ship 
would have quichly filled and sunk. 
It will be recalled that in the terrible 
disaster in which the Camperdown acci- 
dentally rammed the Victoria, the Vic- 
toria’s bulkhead doors had been left 
open, and before they could be closed, 
the water had poured into the great 
ship, a few moments later sending her 
down with all ou board. 

It has been persistently alleged by 
naval experts abroad that our conr 
merce destroyers were thin-shelled af- 
fairs which could be sent to the bot- 
tom with the greatest ease. The splen- 
did manner with which the Columbia 
withstood her severe test of last Satur- 
day, forcibly demonstrates the worth- 
lessness of foreign criticisms as applied 
to this type of vessel. The Foscolia

was a Ship of 1,500 tons and she was 
loaded with a heavy cargo, giving her 
It is said 
that if the Foscolia had similiarly struck 
one of the big. liners such as the St. Paul 
or St. Louis, the liner would inevitably 
have gone down. : 
Listing heavily to port, the Columbia 
was towed up the Harbor to the Navy 
Yard«where she was quickly docked in 
dry dock No.2. Captain James H. 
Sands and Naval Constructor Frank 
W. Hibbs immediately started a large 
force of workmen on the repair work 
of the injured hull. The torn plates 
are being carefully removed, and in a 
few days the work of patching over the 
break will begin. Two shifts of men 
are being employed ‘and the repair 
work is being rushed along night and 
day. Captain Sands hopes to have the 
Columbia ready for service inside of a 
fortnight: As soon as the work below 
the water line is finished, the ship will 
be towed to a convenient dock and the 


task of recoaling wili go ahead simul- |- 


taneously with the repair work, so that 
the instant the mechanics have finished 
their job the cruiser can sail out to sea. 
New York's Camps are now almost 
deserted. There are no soldiers at 
Camp Townsend, Peekskill, and only 
a few-companies at Camp Black, Hemp- 
stead. It is probable that the old camp 
at Peekskill will hereafter be perma- 
nently abandoned as a camping ground 
and the more advantageous location at 
Hempstead substituted. New York’s 
quota of 7,000 men specified in the 
President’s second call for volunteers 
will all be sent to Camp Black unless 
present plans are changed. The first 
death in the New York Camps occurred 
Sunday. Corporal Herbert A. Crouch 
of the 14th Separate Company of Kings. 
ton, passed away early Sunday morning 
after a short but severe attack of pneu- 
monia. The young man’s father is the 
editor of the Kingston Argus. Cor- 
poral Crouch was exceedingly- popular 
in camp and his death has cast a sad 
gloom over what remains of that tent 
city at Hempstead. The body was sent 
to Kingston on Tuesday, the entire 
company accompanying it to the train 
with appropriate military ceremony. 
The Harbor Patrol Fleet has just 
been strengthened by the addition of 
ten more vessels, 5 yachts and 5‘ocean- 
going tugs. This action was made 
necessary by the persistent tampering 
with the mine fields, and the continual 
disregard of the Harbor war regulations 
by over enterprising skippers. Sev- 
eral mines-.which.-have -been. severed 


from their moorings, either by steamers f 


striking them, or from malicious tam- 


‘pering. have drifted ashore on the va- 


rious coasis adjacent to the: Harbor: 
One large mine drifted up to the south 
shore of Staten Island one night re- 
cently. The next morning an old fish- 
erman came along, aud thinking the 
curious looking thing was some flotsom, 
he procured a chisel and began to ham- 
mer it open with vigorous blows. At 
this juncture a man came along who 
happened to be familiar with the-ap- 
pearance of a sub-marine mine. He 
thoughtfully imparted his knowledge 
tothe fisherman.

Private Buchan tells of Army Life in 
Camp on Southern Soil. Hard Tack 
Does not Dampen his Enthusiasm.

The following letters from, Raymond 
L. Buchan, private in Co. L. sth Regt, 
Mass. Infantry, U. S. 'V., will be of 
special interest to our readers. One of 
the letters, was written from Chatta- 
nooga while on the way to the camp, 
and the other from Chickamaugua. 
The latter tells of camp life and inci- 
dents connected therewith: 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May, 19. 

We arrived here at 5.30 o'clock this 
morning and we will have to stay here 
till about three or four o’clock. It is 
about twelve now and awfully hot. 
Three of the fellows and myself went 
all over the town this forenoon and 
had a fine time, getting a lot of flowers 
at about every house we passed. 

One place we wentin and one of the 
fellows played thé piano and the woman 
gave us some pie and milk. 

I gota bullet that was used in the 
Civil War. Wehada finetrip coming 
down. All along, we got flowers and 
souvenirs of every description. We 
didn’t change cars at all from Fram- 
ingham. ; ‘ 

The scenery was fine and I guess I 
saw about every mountain, and river 
Iever saw on the map. This morning 
Ihad a swim in the Tennessee River. I 
send a flower in this letter from a 
woman in Chattanooga. 

Chickamagua is about 18 miles from 
here. I was talking to two or three 
old rebels all along the line and they 
all wished us yood luck. One fellow 
said to me, *‘We fought you fellows 
like tigers in ’61 but we are all with you 
now, good luck to you.” That’s the 
way they all feel down here. It’s pretty 
hard to realize how far: away from 
home we are, 

There area lot of troops side- 
tracked here waiting for a chance to 
get into Chicamargua, they have to 
wait their turn. esides the eighth 
Mass. there are troops from Minnesota 
and the 12th N. Y. Ihave a lot of 
flowers I collected in different towns 
along the line. 


CHICKAMAUGA PaRK, May 25. 

Arrived here Friday after along, hot 
march of about.three miles. We have 
been pretty busy getting settled. 

..We got off the train late Thursday 
night and camped; near the train that 
night, and early Friday morning we 
started toward the camp in the Park, a 
distance of about three miles. The 
Park is ‘said to contain from 15-to 7 
square miles. : ‘* 

Quite a few men dropped on’ the 
march but they are all right now. I 
didn’t have to march as I helped load 
the tents and cooking utensils on the 
wagon and then rode up with them. 
We pat up the tents and then began to 
get settled. 

We had a fine address by the chap- 
lain Sunday. It was more of an ad- 
dress than a sermon. 

He said there was no fear of malaria 
or anything like that because we are on 
ahigh plateau away up in the air, and 
plenty of it, and he said not to write 
home telling the folks that we were 
half starved and half dead with the 
heat. 

I haven’t had any of those troubles 
and have stood the heat: very well so 
far.. I get enough to eat and keep me 
alive so-haven't anything to,kick about, 


lance Corps taking John Henderson's 
place, Jack Smith is onittoo. Itis 
better than drilling, only we have to 
keep around the Company streets when 
we are not on duty, but you can get ex- 
cused easy enough if you want to goin 
swimming, etc. We are excused in all 
Company work. ‘I haven't seen a de- 
cent paper since I left Framingham. 
There is a Boston Herald reporter down 
here with the 8th Regiment,.so if you 
want to get any news about us proba- 
bly that would be the best paper to get. 
I saw in the N. Y. Journal that the 
state arsenal at Framingham was 
nearly blown up by a Spanish spy. 

There is said to be about eighty thou- 
sand troops-in this park and more com- 
ing every day. We got brown work- 
ing suits like the regulars have, before 
we left Framingham, and everybody 
down here takes us for regulars, we are 
the dnly ones that have them. and are 
the best-equipped onthe field. 

Water is pretty scarce here, and we 


have to go about half a mile or more | 


for it. The wells are dry and we have 
to wait for them to fill up again. I 
have been looking for relics in my 
spare time. I’ve got a piece of flint 
stone from the Chickamauga River 
and some relics from the Alexander 
House which was blown up in 1863, 
that’s all 1 know about it, perhaps you 
can find something about it at home. 

I heard some of the boys say to-night 
that one month’s pay would be kept 
back. I got a cactus that grows here 
in the woods and am going to try to 
send it home. There are rabbits -and 
quails to burn downhere. The fellows 
kill the rabbits with the tin dippeérs.o 
anything handy. . 

Col. Pew gave two or three of us fel-

wanted.to. know what we had for break- 
fast and when we told him bacon and 
coffee he said that was one better than 
headquarters; they only had hard. tack 
and water. He said, ‘there was a pig 
in camp last night, if you catch him do- 
ing any mischief, just make away with 
him if you can do it without making 
too much noise, and throw away what 
you don’t want to eat; far enough 
away.’’ 

One fellow got four letters yesterday. 
The first one -he- opened-was-from-his- 
sister-in-law and it praised him in great 
shape. She said she was glad there 
was one man in the femily that was 
brave enough to go to the front. That 
made him feel good. The next was 
from his sister. It.said, how could you 
foolish, you'll kill father and 
mother, etc., and the rest were about 
the same. ‘Each company has four 
mules dnd a big team to haul supplies 
from town. We got ours to-day.

“albu Gis Retira Home. 

“My last iccollection of the camp in 
which we w.ce tuustered in,” said the old 
soldier, ‘wus vf my wother. We had been 
in camp for Jays, for weeks, in fact, fiil- 
ing up thes. giment and drilling and get- 
ting equippeu and getting ready gonerally. 
Finally wewere mustered in, and the next 
day after that we started. 

‘*It was uightfall when we fell in for 
the last time in the company streets of our 
first camp and marched out and formed 
on the color line. There was a great crowd 
there, relatives and friends and sightseers 
come to see the regiment off. In front of 
my own Company | could see my father 
and mother, come to see the last of their 
boy before he went to war. I was the apple 
of my mother's eye, I knew that, and | 
had expected to see her break down comw- 
pletely when the regiment marched away, 
but she stood as firm as a rock. 

‘“*When the regiment came home, we 
marched up through the same street that 
we had marched down years before—night 
again it was, too—with a band of musio, 
with fireworks flying everywhere, and 
with crowds on the sidewalk cheering, to 
the town hall, where there was a banquet 
and a speech from the mayor, and so on. 
When this was nearly over, my father and 
my brother, who had come to meet me, 
went to tell ny mother I was coming. 

‘*Home was half a mile or more away. 
A bunch of us, men of the regiment, start- 
ed from the hall together. . They fell off 
one after another until finally I went on 
alone along the familiar street. It was 
bright moonlight. Far ahead at the cor- 
ner of the street down which I must turn 
for home, I saw her.

Lessons of the War.

We can publish no better words for 
Andover readers to ponder, on as the 
principal theme in this column to-day, 
than the following extracts from Con- 
gressman Knox’s splendid speech at 
Methuen on Memorial Day. . The full 
text of the speech will be found on page 
6, but we desire to emphasize the tol- 
lowing extracts:

The American peo- 
ple are one. There is no distinction of 
race or class; no-line of division of re; 
ligion or opinion, The present war en- 
ables us to say at the close of the nine-. 
teenth century that» the problem of a 
free government and a homogeneous” 
and uited people made up from all 
the nations of the earth has been 
solved in America, and that it has been 
demonstrated that liberty and equality, 
when supported by law, can create un- 
dying loyalty in the bosoms of their 
possessors and make them as one man 
in the hour of peril imbued with a love 
for their country passing that ever 
cherished for earthly prince or poten- 
tate, or even for father-land. 

Another question is gloriously settled 
by the present uprising in answer to 
the appeal to arms,—it is that the pa- 
triotism of the American people, is of 
that fibre that it does not look beyond 


purpose or question’ its justice or neces- 
sity. Men may differ in their opinions 
and freely express their convictions; 
but when once their lawful represen- 
tatives have determined that war is the 
only “alternative, all differences end. 
The country’s cause becomes their own. 
Many persons doubted the necessity of 
the present war, some its justice; but 
no word is raised now. The -voice of 
the nation has spoken. To all its citi- 
zens,—it is the voice of God.

They. do 
not ask, ‘‘Are we our brother’s keepers, 
or what are we to gain by all this?” 
They know that their government, con- 
scious of the solemnity of the issue of 
its responsibiity to God, to its own peo- 
ple and to the other nations of the 
earth, “has decreed. that.these.. things 
must me done. That is enough, All 
the people say, Amen. .

We do not seek conquest, 
we should be content if we never ac- 
quired another foot of territory. We 
have grown in power, but it has not 
been military or naval power. We 
have had no standing army worthy the 
name, and have been satisfied with a 
modest navy. We have become a 
great manufacturing and . producing 
nation. We -seek a market. .We can 
make better goods, produce more raw 
material, and sell more cheaply than 
other nations. In seeking a market 
we meet powerful rivals. England, 
Germany and France. Markets have 
not been always peacefully acquired. 

The great wars of the past have 
been to control the markets of the 
world. This is. the meaning of the 
great European movements and arma- 
ments today. In these great move- 


ments we must hereafter exert our 
due and rightful influence. As a 
great trading nation we must have 
equal opportunity with all others. In 
the great future that lies- before us 
the American soldier: and sailor must 
bear a part. Our great purpose can 
not be aceomplished unless ouf flag be~ 
respected wherever it floats and un- 
less an American citizen be protected 
wherever he may be. : The first battle 
of the present conflict has made this. 
new. future a splemdid reality. We are 
new —a-—power inthe. east. Let us 


hope it will prove the open door fot. :

We can 
not doubt that -American patriotism 
will exhibit the same_ transcendent 
quality when called to new duties in 
this broader fleld.

Rev. Henry R. Wilbur of High -Street 
dropped dead of heart disease at seven’ 
o'clock Sunday niga, while in attendance 
ata Christian Endeavor society meeting 
at the Baptist church, of which he was 
one of the most prominent and influential 
members. The end came apparently with- 
out a struggle in the church for which he 
had labored many years. He was sur- 
rounded by friends, and many willing 
hands laid him gently on a pew-cushion 
after he had fallen from his séat and did 
all that could be done to restore him. A 
messenger was sent for Dr. Leitch, who 
had been attending Mr. Wilbur of late, 
but he could not be found, and Dr. Ab 
bott promptly responded to the call. 

When the physician arrived he saw at 
once that life was extinct and ordered 
undertaker Messer to be notified to remove 
the remains to Mr. Wilbur’s late home 
on High Street. 

The service was interrupted by the sad 
event and many children and members 
of the church stood in tears by the silent 
form until the body was carried gently 
from the church, : . 

More than one person made a note 
that it was sweet to think that the good 
man passed away in the church for the 
support of which be had done so much. 

Rev. Mr. Wilbur had not been well of 
late, and had a poor night from Satur- 
day to Sunday. .

Mr. Wilbur's death isa keen blow to

freely to the poor of the town, and to 
Christian benevolence.

Congressman Kuox at Melhuen, Memorial 


Day.

The years that make a generation 
have passed since your comrades whose 
lives you commemorate today served 
as soldiers of the republic. Their 
memory grows greener as the years 
pass by and will never know decay. 
Especially is that memory a living pre- 
sence today as we hear aguin the throb- 
bing of drums, the cheers and fare- 
wells that tell of the march of the vol- 
unteer. They gave to the world an ex- 
ample of the intense loyalty of the Am- 
erican people to the union and the con- 
stitution; of the burning patriotism 
that sprang at once to arms at the call 
of country. And now the summons to 
conflict comes again, not to uphold our 
government and our laws; not even in 


defense of our rights and liberties, but 


in the discharge of a high duty which 
our position as the great nation of the 
western hemisphere has placed upon 
us; in behalf of humanity outraged at 
our doors; to preserve great material 
interests and sustain our honor and 
dignity in the eyes of the world. 

This great summons enables us to 
reply to many unanswered questions 
that have arisen in the minds of 
thoughtful and patriotic men since the 
close of the civil war. One of these 
questions is expressed in the doubt 
whether at the close of the _ rebel- 
lion the “lost cause’”’ was really given 
up as forever lost, whether the perpet- 
uity of the union was truly and in the 
heart acknowledged by the southern 
people never again to be questioned; 
whether the doctrine of secession. was 
forever dead and buried in a forgotten 


4 ve, or whether in some favorable 


hotr of national peril it would be 
again asserted and defended. It is 
true that all our experience as a peo 
ple for the last generation has tended 
to put at rest this deubt and to bring 
together the people of the north and 
south in even closér ties than existed 
before the war. We have seen the 
blue and gray meet in fraternal re- 
union and go over together old battle- 
fields where once they met in deadly 
strife. Professions of undying loyalty 
are’ heard upon every hand in the 
south. The distinguished leaders in the 
rebellion have occupied high positions 
of trust and honor in the government. 
Great political campaigns have been 
fought with no word of sectionalism. 
The names of Charleston and Mont- 
gomery, of Raleigh and Atlanta are 
borne by cruisers In our new navy, 
and one of our noblest battleships has 


| just been launched and christened the 


Alabama, a name of dread import in 
our last struggle. All these events 
show to the country and the world 
that as a result of the civil war there 
came both a re-establishment of the 
union and a re-union of the American 
people in a brotherhood of loyalty and 
love for their institutions which should 
never be broken or end. 

But perhaps only the supreme test 
of war could remove a last lingering 
doubt in the minds of some, and now. 
the-test has come all doubt is gone. 
We know now that we are nearer to- 
gether and more closely united as a 
people than ever before. The call ‘to 
arms” finds quick response in every 
corner of the Union. No word of past 
dissension is heard. The feeling in the 
South is not only responsive,—it is en- 
thusiastic, it is exultant that-an oppor- 
tunity has at last come that it can 
show by deeds that the discordant past 
is buried, and that the words ‘‘Ameri- 
can citizen” signify a brotherhood 
whose home is everywhere within’ the 
limits of the United States. It may be 
said almost that the war will be worth 
all that it may cost for this exhibition 
alone. 

Another unanswered question that 
the present contest settles is contained 
in the oft repeated assertion that a pe- 
riod of peace and commercial develop- 
ment long continued destroys the mar- 
tial spirit, undermines national pride, 
and unfits for war. We know now that 
this is not true of a free people, at 
least of the American peopte.-When 
the war flags were furled in ‘65all hop- 
ed and many believed that we had 
seen the last of war in the United 
States. 

All the great questions likely to dis- 
turb our peace were settled. Our in- 
dependence was established; the ‘union 
cemented; our possessions were com- 
pact; there was no. probability that 
any foreign nation would encroach up- 
on our territory or fail to respect our 
flag abroad. Our fighting seemed to be 
over. A generation of unbroken peace 
followed. A generation of wonderful 
material prosperity. The population 
of the country doubled, Its wealth in- 


creased a hundred fold. The attention 
of all the people turned to getting 
wealth. There never was a people to 
whom peace has become more lovable 
than our own. None to whom industry 
and enterprise have been more prolific 
in reward, None to whom war or any 
disturbance could be more costly. Yet, 
can it be said that the martial spirit 
has declined in the American people? 
The present crisis shows exactly the 
reverse, and that with them patriotism 


| to the extent of the last sacrifice is a 


living flame. It has not smouldered 
through the length of tranquil days 
that have blessed our generation. It 
seems almost to burn brighter than in 
‘61. The eagerness to volunteer is 
greater. The popular interest in all 
that pertains to the war seems more 
intense. .We may never fear again 
that whatever length of peaceful years 
shall come to the republic after our 
present struggle shall be over, that its 
people “will grow less patriotic, less 
martial, less proud, less ready to repeat 
the lustrous achievements of our arms 
on land and sea, 

But if a doubt has existed upon an- 
other subject. it receives auspicious re- 
ply in the spontaneous outburst’ of pa- 
triotism witnessed within the last few 
weeks. * During all the years of our his- 
tory, an@ especially since the civil war, 
vast numbers of immigrants have come 
to our shores. They represented all 
classes, all nations, all languages and 
all shades of political and religious be- 
lief and affiliation. They come from 
poverty and oppression, seeking homes 
and citizenship, and were welcomed to 
this “asylum of the down-trodden and 
refuge of the nations.”.. But with many 
there has been the inquiring thought, 
have these diverse elements of charac- 
ter and race been assimilated into our 
social and political life? Welded into 
one body of American citizenship? 
Have old ties been broken? , Old affili- 
ations cast aside? Old world ideas of 
government and individual rights over- 
thrown? Have they become imbued 
with the genius of our institutions, the 
glory of our traditions, so that this 
country is in reality and truth “their 
own, their native land ?” 

All the events of the past have point- 
ed unerringly to an affirmative answer 
to all these questions. Our new citi- 
zens have taken in the inspiration of 
our industrial and commercial life, and 
have marched with the advance of civ- 
ilization, levelling our forests, giving 
our vast domain to cultivation, creat- 
ing new states, opening great lines of 
travel, and many becoming conspicu- 
ous in the marts of trade and the are- 
na of politics. The last test came in 
the terrible strain of the~ rebellion. 
Our adopted citizens and their descend- 
ants. were with the tried and true. They 
were brave with the bravest,” ‘loyat 
with the most devoted. On every field 
their blood was shed. On every march 
they followed the flag. Senator Hoar 
in his eulogy of Francis A. Walker re- 
lates of him that when he received the 
crowning literary distinction of his 
life, the degree conferred upon him at 
Dublin, at the Tercentanary celebra- 
tion of that famous university, he de- 
voted his entire speech of acknowl- 
edgement to a eulogy of the _ Irish- 
Catholic soldiers who had been his 
eomrades in the war for the Union. 
But immigration has increased very 
rapidly since then. Its character has 
become even more diverse and extend- 
ed. And now the same crucial test 
comes again. The country is again at 
war. There comes the same glorious 
unerring response. The American peo- 
ple are one. There is no distinction of 
race or class; no line of division of re- 
ligion or opinion. The present war en- 
ables us to say at the chose of the nine- 
teenth century that the problem of a 
free government and a homogeneous 
and uited people made up from all 
the nations of the earth has been 
solved in America, and that it has been 
demonstrated that liberty and equality, 
when supported by law, can create un- 
dying loyalty in the bosoms of their 
possessors and make them as one man 
in the hour of peril imbued with a love 
for their‘country passing that ever 
cherished for earthly prince or poten- 
tate, or even for father-land. 

Another question is gloriously settled 
by the present uprising in answer to 
the appeal to arms,—it is that the pa- 
triotism of the American people is of 
that fibre that it does not look beyond 
the declaration of war to its cause or 
purpose or question'‘its justice or neces- 
sity. Men may differ in their opinions 
and-freely..express_their convictions; 
but when once their lawful represen- 
tatives have determined that war is the 
only alternative, all differences end. 
The country’s cause becomes their own. 
Many persons doubted the necessity of 
the present war, some its justice; but 
no word is raised now. The voice of 
the nation has spoken. To all its citi- 
zens,—it is the voice of God. 

This has been a new test and a new 
exhibition by the American people. In 
the past, they have fought for their in- 
dependence; to defend their rights and 
liberties; to preserve the Union; to pre- 
vent encroachments upon their terri- 
tory; all causes that were sacred, but

The Flag above the. awning indicates. 
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which were not alone their country’s 
but their own and were of the last con- 
sequence to the liberty and the welfare 
of the individual. But now they are 
asked to-battle for their country as it 
takes up the cause of humanity, and 
goes forth to end outrage and cruelty 
and wrong inflicted upon the poor and 
the weak at its very doors: They do 
not ask, ‘‘Are we our brother's keepers, 
or what are we to gain by all this?” 
They know that their government, con- 
scious of the solemnity of the issue of 
its responsiblity to God, to its own peo- 
ple and to the other nations of the 
earth, has decreed that these things 
must me done, That is enough. All 
the people say,. Amen. 

But the very first battle of the pres- 
ent struggle makes it plain that Amer- 
ican patriotism is yet to have another 
test in the near future. The American 
soldier is soon to appear upon the field 
of the_world’s great conflicts. Such is 
the inexorable course of events. Such 
the Divine purpose of Providence. Such 
is the inevitable result of our develop- 
ment as an industrial and commercial 
nation. We may not always in the fu- 
ture be permitted to adorn the graves 
of our dead heroes with the flowers of 
spring. Some may rest in alien soil. 
Today one hundred and sixty of , out 
loved sailors sleep in_the cemetery at 
Havana’ surrounded by those who mur- 
dered them and laughed at their de- 
struction. Would. that “the dull, cold 
ear of death’ might hear the roar of 
the cannon that sounds in just retri- 
bution. Such has been the history of 
all powerful nations, especially those 
who have done most to extend the 
blessings of civilization to others, and 
to open to their own people avenues 
to the commerce of the world. Think 
upon what widely separate fields the 
soldiers of England have played their 
part. They are buried almost every- 
where in the American continent. In 
Canada, the United States, in South” 
America, in the islands of the Carri- 
bean sea. They have found graves in 
every nation in continental Europe; in 
the black Crimea, and by the shores 
of the Bosphorus, in the parched land 
of India, the sands of Egypt, and the 
jungles of the West Coast. Every- 
where English valor has left its heroes. 
The result.of it all is that now the sun 
never sets upon the territory of Great 
Britain. But it is a far prouder boast 
than this, that wherever the English 
flag has goné there has gone civiliza- 
tion and good government. People in 
darkness have seen the light, those in 
bondage have felt the shackles fall. 

It may be that England has been too 
greatly influenced by the spirit of con- 
quest, but it is a spirit that has blessed 
the world. Phat spirit we shall never 
imitate. It is in violation of the tradi- 
tiéns of our government; it is.contrary 
to the teachings of the fathers. But 
we have entered upon a new era for all 
that. We have become a powerful na-: 
tion with high obligations to discharge 
to our own people, to other nations and 
to humanity. We have outgrown the 
theories -of our youth and have as- 
sumed the stern’ responsibilities of 
manhood. We do not seek conquest, 
we should be content if we never ac- 
quired another foot of territory. We 
have grown in power, but it has not 
béen military or naval power. We 
have had no standing army worthy the 
name, and have been satisfied with a 
modest navy. We have become a 
great manufacturing and _ producing 
nation. We seek a market. We can 
make better goods, produce more raw 
material, and sell more cheaply than 
other nations. In seeking a market 
we meet powerful rivals. England, 
Germany and France. Markets have 
not been always peacefully acquired. 

The great wars of the past have 
been to control the markets of the 
world. This is the meaning of the 
great European movements and arma- 
ments today. In these great move- 
ments we must hereafter exert our 
due and rightful influence, As a 
great trading nation we must have 
equal opportunity with all others. In 
the great future that lies before us 
the American soldier and sailor must 
bear a’ part. Our great purpose can 
not be accomplished unless our flag be 
respected wherever it floats and un- 
less an American citizen be protected 
wherever he may be. The first battle 
of the present conflict has made this 
new future a splendid reality. We are 
now a power in the east. Let us 
hope it will prove the open door for 
the work of American hands and the 
thoughts of American brains. We can 
not

this broader fleld. 

Our dear brothers, whose graves we 
remember today, did their work well. 
They pointed the new way to duty 
and sacrifice for us and all the future 
generations of the republic. Clearer 


Inspired by their 
example the citizen-soldier shall know 
a deeper love for country, a more abid- 
ing faith in the flag, and shall have a 
clearer vision of all it signifles for pro- 
gréss and humanity, wherever it may 
float, whether it be on the blue wave 
of Lake.
